In  Training  Workshop 


Council  Debates 
Ora  World  Issues 

World  issues  found  on  the  front 
page  of  the  morning  newspaper 
were  discussed  by  four  distin¬ 
guished  speakers  In  a  miniature 
"Security  Council”  October  14  in 
the  college  auditorium. 

The  speakers  were  Ben  C.  Limb, 
Korean  Ambassador  to  the  United 
Nations”;  Peter  von  Zahn,  one  of 
Germany's  greatest  television  and 
radio  commentators;  Colin  Jack- 
son,  a  British  television  and  radio 
commentator:  and  John  C.  Met¬ 
calfe,  United  States  representative 
on  foreign  affairs,  who  acted  as 
chairman  of  the  group. 

Scientific  achievements.  Includ¬ 
ing  Russia’s  satellite,  guided  mis¬ 
siles,  and  the  atom  bomb,  were 
some  of  the  Important  issues  dis¬ 
cussed.  Great  Britain’s  Colin 
Jackson  stated  that  foreign  devel¬ 
opments  In  science,  such  as  guided 
missiles  and  the  Russian  satellite, 
were  taking  prominence  from  the 
United  States  and  putting  It  In  the 
capitol  at  Moscow. 

Peter  von  Zahn  said  that  Ger¬ 
man  exiles  admitted  into  this  coun¬ 
try  developed  the  atom  bomb,  not 
Americans.  The  German  delegate 
warned  that  It  Is  unwise  for  the 
world  to  underestimate  the  power 
of  the  enemy. 

Jackson  suggested  that  more  re¬ 
gard  for  teachers  and  people  who 
tli Ink  should  be  shown,  and  less  to 
those  who  beg. 

Trade  with  Red  China  was  a  sec¬ 
ond  topic  of  interest  discussed,  and 
the  final  item  on  the  agenda  was 
the  Mid-East  situation.

Resists  Epidemic 

Resistance  on  the  part  of  the 
College  faculty  and  students  to  the 
current  claims  of  tho  flu  epldemio 
is  especially  noticable.  Almost  no 
faculty  member  lias  had  to  miss 
his  classes,  and  only  a  compara¬ 
tively  few  students  have  missed. 

Good  judgment  on  tho  part  at 
both  faculty  and  students  will  prob¬ 
ably  make  it  possible  for  this  cob 
lege  to  maintain  its  usual  standard 
of  classwork  and  activities.  Nor¬ 
mally,  the  best  treatment  for  tho 
flu  is  plenty  of  rest,  plenty  of  liq¬ 
uids — preferably  fruit  juices,  and 
some  aspirins. 

It  is  true  that  persons  who  feel 
they  have  the  flu  should  minimize 
their  relationships  with  others; 
however,  the  flu  need  not  be  a  dan¬ 
gerous  disease,  and  If  proper  pre¬ 
cautions  are  taken,  no  serious  com¬ 
plications  should  result  from  It.

following: 

1.  The  United  States  Flag  should  be  flown  at  a  higher 
•levation  than  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  Conference  Flags. 

2.  The  honored  position  Is  to  the  right  of  the  United  States 

Hag. 

3.  The  Flag's  right  Is  as  you  stand  with  your  bock  to  the 
Hag.  (Your  right  is  then  the  flag's  right.) 

It  is  the  consensus  of  the  129th  Field  Artillery  Battalion  that 
the  Flag  of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  should  have  a 
place  of  honor.  (That  is  to  the  immediate  right  of  the  United 
States  Flag,  or  in  the  case  of  the  Union  Building,  it  would  be  to 
the  south  of  the  United  States  Flag). 

The  Flags  of  the  other  schools  may  be  placed  as  you  wish; 
however,  the  next  place  of  honor  is  to  the  immediate  left  of  the 
American  Flag  (or  to  the  north).  We  suggest  that  the  visiting 
school  be  given  that  place  of  honor.

Hickory  Stick  Is 
Trophy  Well  Versed 
In  Art  of  Trove/ 

October  25  the  Bearcats  will  trav¬ 
el  to  Klrksville  for  the  29th  battle 
of  the  Hickory  stick.  Last  year  the 
*Cats  were  defeated  by  the  Bull¬ 
dogs  21-20  to  lose  possession  of 
tiie  coveted  stick. 

Tradition  of  the  Hickory  Stick 
began  during  the  1926  football  sea¬ 
son.  That  year  President  Uel  W. 
Lamkln  sent  the  stick  to  Kirks- 
ville's  President  Eugene  Fair.  In¬ 
scribed  upon  the  stick  were  these 
words:  "This  stick  was  grown  on 
a  farm  In  Maryville  district  upon 
which  Eugene  Fair,  president  of 
Klrksville  college  was  bom.”  A 
record  of  scores  follows  the  In¬ 
scription. 

Klrksville  kept  the  stick  until 
M31.  That  year  Maryville  scored 
but  once  but  that  was  the  deciding 
factor  as  the  Bearcats  triumphed 
7-6. 

Klrksville  gained  possession  die 
next  year  and  held  possession  for 
a  lengthy  period. 

In  1938,  the  Bearcats  struck  bock 
by  beating  the  Bulldogs  26-7.  Mary¬ 
ville  then  won  the  stick  for  the 
next  two  years  by  scores  of  19-13 
and  20-6. 

In  1947  the  nomadic  Hickory 
Stick  was  lost.  The  M  club,  with 
the  help  of  the  industrial  arts  de¬ 
partment,  fashioned  a  new  one. 
That  year  the  ’Oats  clawed  the 
Dogs,  and  came  out  on  top  of  a 
22-6  score.  They  retained  the  stick 
until  1951. 

Scores  of  the  1948-50  gomes  were 
J3-12  ,  29-20  and  13-13. 

In  1952  the  ’Cats  again  came 
through  by  sneaking  by  an  angry 
pack  of  Bulldogs,  28-27. 

After  a  two-year  lapse  in  1953 
and  1954,  the  Bearcats  again  kept 
possession  of  the  stick  only  to  lose 
it  again  last  year. 

In  case  of  a  tie  the  team  pre¬ 
viously  in  possession  retains  the 
Hickory  Stick.  Maryville  since 
1926  has  won  11  and  lost  16. 

A  revengeful-minded  Coach  Mil¬ 
ner  will  turn  his  Bearcats  loose  in 
Memorial  Stadium  at  Kirksville 
Oct.  26,  in  hopes  of  bringing  the 
stick  back  to  Bearcat-land.

Wednesday  morning,  at  8:30,  the 
chiming  sound  of  a  bell  broke  the 
monotony  of  the  classroom  and 
started  a  stampede  toward  the 
doors.
